THE DIARY OF A REPORTER 


FEBRUARY 22, 1944. Today was assigned un- 
veiling of statue of Washington in Military Park. 
Statue, designed by Lillian Lipschutz, was unveiled by 
Mayor Vasta. Prominent speakers were Harold 
Stieber, Pearl Fine, and Stella Kuszynska. Due to 
the fact that Governor Gibiser had the mumps, his 
secretary, Doris Hopper, spoke instead.

present, but they did not recognize me. Marian 
Cipolla, one of the waitresses, told me that Hannah 


Zablotsky was the chef. And so, home. 


FEBRUARY 23, 1944. Muriel Sternick, News 
Editor, told me I was going to get a raise. Police 
reports today. Upon arriving at police headquarters, 
Harry Tucker, the chief, told me that the home of 
Rabbi Bruckner had been robbed, and two suspects 
were being held, having been captured while attempt- 
ing to pawn a watch in the hockshop of Sam Gold- 
stein. The law firm of Drossman, Cohen and Holzer 
has been engaged as counsel. Patrolman Kraemer just 
then brought in Helen Miller and Mary Zucker for 
reckless driving. They were slated to appear before 
Judge Schneider. Anna McGuire phoned in to com- 
plain that the saxophone playing of Angelina Caruso 
was annoying her. Interviewed Jack Yerich, who had 
just won the World's Flag-Pole-Sitting Championship, 
having sat on top of a flag-pole for twenty-nine days, 
four hours, and six minutes. 

FEBRUARY 24, 1944. Today covered welcome 
given to Baird and Macmillan, first non-stop round- 
the-world fliers.

Maffeo. Port Newark was crowded with planes, and 
I arrived just in time to see Secretary of Aviation 


Nelson Hunt arrive im a plane piloted by Robert 
Peterson. In the crowd. someone stepped on my toe, 
and sure enough, ıt was Max Panitch. After the re- 
ception, the flyers were driven to the Russ Restaurant 
for dinner. and I was waited on by Sylvia Cutler. 
In the orchestra were George Winarsky, Esther 
Schwartz. Bertha Schultz. and Abe Littman. Moe 
Zimmerman was master of ceremonies. After some 
speeches by Dora Mascia, Lucille Silverman, and 
Edith Heurtz, Frieda Goldberg rendered the "Flower 
Song" from Pillsbury, by Hecker, very touchingly. 
FEBRUARY 25, 1944. Today, reported the fire 
which destroyed the department store of Greenberg 
and Katz.
